CARE OF COLTS. 

The importance of keeping colts in a grow- 
ing, thriity condition cannot be overestima- 
ted ; good size, uniform development and pro- 
per conformation depend upon this to a great 
extent, and what is even of more :mportanee, 
the temperament may be det-rmined by the 
nature of the food and the care received at an 
early age. itistothe proper treitment of 
our colts we must look forthe iraprovement 
of our horses, for it is impossible to raise good 
ones by any description of crossing, ualess 
— matter of primary importance is attend- 
ed to, 

Ground oats should be very eariy fed to 
colils as asupplement tothe mother’s milk, 
and when put &ipon pasture this should be of 
a kind to encourage developmentin the pro- 
per direction. If the colt is inciined to the 
bervous temperament, with long legs, narrow 
chest and small muscies, the pasture should 
be of that abundant, succuient, watery 
character which crows upon low, rich Jands, 
and is recognized as the best for beef cattle. 
If, on the other hand, the colt is inclined to

muscles, thick ekin, lopg hairand pale mu- 
cous membranes it should only have the 
most stimulating of upland pasture, with 
plenty of ground oats in addition.

OLD HOGS, 


A correspondent makes the practical sug- 
gestion that it cos!s no more to winter an old 
hog than itdoesa pig. The practical diifer- 
ence is that a breeding sow mav be Kept on 
the same feed which a pig would require, and 
in the spring a litter of young ones wouid 
make alarge enough margin in favor of the 
old omes. Old sows are twice as profitable as 
young ones, a offspring are always larger 
and more of t - They may be kept a num- 
ber of vears with profit. When a year old, 
small-boned breeds will bave their growth 
and require but little food, only enough to 


maintain life and tccomotion, whereas a 
growing pk requires food for the same pur- 
pose and to promote its growth. 


WITTE LEGUORNS, 


The White Leghorn, as well as the Light 
Brahina, has its own peculiar points and 
quaiities of excellence which cannot be found 
in any Other fowl, and these very quatitie: 
which make it valuable are what you take 
from it in crossing, ané that, too, without the 
remotest chance of giving an equivaleat to 
the progeny through the infusion of new 
blood. I can see no more consistency in cross- 
ing pure-bred Leghorns or Brahmas with 
oiher fowis with a view to improvmeg the Lez- 
horns or Brahmas, than in breeding heavy 
draught horses with Goldsmith Maids, or a 
Jersey with aShort-born: orto put it a little 
stronger, crossing Jersey cows with common 
stock, With a view to producing something 
better than your Jersey cows. 

If you wish to add to the laying «qualities of 
your While Leghorns, no crossing will aid 
you, Lutto the contrary. I can see that there 
is but one thing to be added tothe white Leg- 
horn to increase its vaue to the farmer and 
breeder, and that is weight, and sooner than 
undertake gaining this point by crossing, von 
might far better breed them pure. and add to 
your yards the heht Brahmas or other heavv- 
weight fowls. 

If vou wish, however, toacd to the weicht 
Leghorns, you can do so by 
breeding a fine, large, white Leghora cock 
with pure bred, light colored, light Brahma 
bens, and then breed the pullets from this 
cross With a large, white Leghorn cock. You 
Will baye, as arule, white fowls, with high 
combs, and large and symmetrical forans, 
and good Jayers, 
entitély from the cross, for if you breed from 
the progeny of the cross, the light Brahma 
blood will sbow itself in the leg feathering 
and dark feathers on neck, wings and tail.
